of the world. I do not know what the 
other six are. except that they belong 
10 America, but I know that nowhere 
In the world can be seen anything lite 
the scenes I witnessed during the last 
weeks of June. 


They were unique, colossal, a mar- 


vel, a" revelation, writes J. J. Zmrhal 
from Prague. Bohemia, to the Chicago 
Journal. 


Bv "S!ef' is meant the convention 


of the -Sokols." the society of men 
and women whose ains is physical and 
moral perfection and well being of 
their nation. 


Voluntary subjection to strictest 


discipline, acceptance of almost Spar- 
tan code o£ conduct—those are the 
chief characteristics of the member 
ship, besides the highest principles o' 
personal honor. It was thus that th< 
great marvel of the "Slet" was 
achieved. There were many features 
worth describing, bnt the one which 
brought all present down on their 
knees before the Sokol idea were th 
"prostria." the calesthenics. given wit 
music bv 10.000 nien at one time, fo! 
lowed by the same number of women 
I have never longed for the descrip 
tive power as I do now. so that 
might give you at least a shadow o 
the wonderful spectacle. 


Promptly at three, after the pres- 


dent of the Czecho-Siovak republi 
had taken his seat and the national 
anthem bad been played, a cannon 
was fired to announce the beginning 
of the program. The Sokol band ot 
200 pieces began to play, and from 
the east and west two streams of men 
began to pour in, each like a living 
moving wall, and yet limpid like the 
water Of VltaTa Itself- These divided 
into smaller units, gradually fiUin;

ing the grand stand and the presi- 
dent's bos.

Sokol Vanicek. they spread out, jump- 
in" sideways Into their own places 
and stretching their arms sideways.

It took that nmcn to 
realize it was not a glorious dream, 
bet actuality- And then came the 
women. Theic "nasrop." or getting 
Into their places, was much prettier, 
more fancy, and their uniform more 
picturesque.
